(Home Science) degree either of the panjab 
University or of any other University whose exami- 
nation has been recognised as equivalent examina- 
tion of this University , with at least 50 per cent 
marks in aggregate,

31. Regulation 2 for Post M.A. Certificate in Agricultural 
Economics, at page 126 of the Calendar Volume Jl, 1975* 
shall read as under :> — 

2. The examination shall be open to a person who — 

(a) has passed one of the following examinations . 

(i) k (ii) xxx xxx 

(iii) Certificate in Agricultural Economics : 

(a) M.A, Economics examination of the Panjab 
University; 

(b) M.A. Economics examination of any other 
University whose examination has been 
recognised as equivalent to the correspond- 
ing examination of this University , with 
Agricultural Economics as a subject. 
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(b) & (c) xxx xxx xxx 

32. Regulation 10 for M.S'c. (Honours School) examination 
at page 115 of the Calendar Volume IT, 1975, shall read as 
cinder : — 

10. A person who has passed M,Sc. (Honours School) 
examination with theory papers (as distinct from the thesis) 
of. this University held in April, 1973 for thereafter in the 
third division may be allowed to Tc-appear ns n regular or 
private candidate in the same subject for purposes of improv- 
ing the division and for this purpose, he may be given mo 
consecutive chances which he must take at the next annual 
examinations. His result will be declared only if he improves 
the division f 

The Syllabus and courses of reading will be the same as 
for the year in which he was taking the examination jar 
purposes of improvement of third division* 

33. Regulation 12 for M.Sc. (2-Year Course) examination 
at page 110 of the Calendar Volume IE 1975, shall read as 

under : — 

12. A person who has passed M.Sc. (2-year Course) exami- 
nation of this (.inivcr-dly held in April, 1973 or thereafter in 
the third division may be allowed to reappear as a private 
candidate in the same subject for the purposes of improving 
bis division and for this purpose, he may be given two 
consecutive chances. 

(a) he may re-appear in both Part I and Part II exami- 
nations simultaneously or separately or re-appear in 
only one Part, 

(b) if he chooses to re-appear in both the Parts simul- 
taneously, he shall do so in the year next following- 

(c) if he chooses to re.appcar in both the Parts separately, 
he must complete. th e examination within a period 
of next two years from the year of his passing the 
examination. 

(d) if he chooses to re appear only in one Part, he shall 
do so in the year n«;xt following. 

(e) the Syllabus and courses of reading will be the same 
as for the year in which he reus taking the examina- 
tion for purposes of Improvement of third division* 

His result will be declared only if he improves the division. 

34. Regulations for Diploma in Office Organisation and 
procedures, shall read as under : — 

(To take effect from the admissions of 1975) 

1. The duration of the course leading to Diploma in Office 
Organisation and Procedures shall be one academic year. 

2. The examination shall ordinarily be held in the month 
of April or on which dates as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

3. The last date for receipt of admission forms with and 
without late fee shall be fixed by the Syndicate. 

4. The examination fee to be paid by the candidate shall 
be Rs. 50/-. 

5. The admission to the course shall be open to any persOD 
who bus obtained — 

(a) The Bachelor’s Degree of Panjab University with 
not less than 40% marks in the aggregate or any 
other qualification recognised as equivalent thereto 
and 

' y (b) is employed in one of the following offices . 

(i) Offices of the Central and State Governments/ 
Local Bodies and Semi Govt. Organisations. 

(ii) Statutory Universities and Boards of Secondary 
Education. 

(iii) Public Undertakings of Central und Slate 
Governments. 

(iv) Public Limited Companies, Private Limited 
Companies and Public Trusts 

*This shall apply to the students of Directorate of 
Correspondence Courses only. 


6. Every candidate shall be examined in the subjects as laid 
down in the Syllabus prescribed from time to time. 

7. The medium of the examination shall be English or 
Hindi or Punjabi. 

8. 40 per cent marks in each paper shall be assigned for 
Internal Assessment. The Head of the Department of Com- 
merce & Business Management shall forward these marks oh 
the basis of periodical tests/written assignments/oral discus- 
sions etc. to the Registrar at least two weeks before the 
commencement of tire examination. The record on the basis 
of which the Internal Assessment Awards have been prepared 
will be preserved for inspection, if needed bv th c University, 
up to six months from the declaration of the result. This 
shall not however, apply to the students of Directorate of 
Correspondence Courses. 

9. The examination shall be open to a student whose name 
has been sent by the Head of University Department of Com- 
merce and Business Manage ment/pi sector Correspondence 
Courses and who : — 

(i) has been on the rolls of the University Department 
of Commerce and Business Management/ Directorate 
of Correspondence Courses during one academic 
year preceding the examination; 

(ii) has sent at least 40 per cent, of the response sheets 
to the Directorate of Correspondence Courses for 
evaluation; 

*(iii) has attended not less than 75 per cent of lectures/ 
Seminars etc. delivered to his class in each subject 
provided that a deficiency upto 10 per cent may be 
condoned by the Head of thc Department of Com- 
merce and Business Management; and 

^ ( i v ) has completed the prescribed practical training of two 
months during the academic year preceding the 
examination. 

* These shall not apply to the students of Directorate of 
Correspondence Courses^ 

10(a) A candidate who has been on the rolls of the Univett^ 
sity Department of Commerce & Business Management and 
has completed the prescribed course of lectures and practical 
training but is (i) unable to appear in th c examination or 
(ii) unable to pass, may be admitted to the examination on 
the recommendation of the Head of the Department of Com- 
merce & Business Management, during the next two conse- 
cutive years, without attending the course again. 

(b) A candidate who has been on the rolls of the Direc- 
t orate of Correspondence Courses and fails to appear or 
having appeared fails in the examination may be allowed to 
continue his enrolment for a period of two years immediately 
succeeding rhe year in which he completed the course on 
payment of a fee of Rs. 20/- every year and to appear in the 
examination as an ex-student of the Correspondence Courses. 

11. The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be (i) 35 per cent in each paper in the 
University examination separately as well as jointly with 
intent al assessment (where there is a provision for internal 
assessment) and (ii) 40 per cent in the aggregate. 

12. Grace marks may be given in accordance wilh the 
University Regulations. 

13. A candidate who obtains 40 per cent of the aggregate 
number of marks in all the subjects but fails in one subject 
only, obtaining not less than 25 per cent of the marks in that 
subject, may be admitted to the supplementary examination 
in that subject to be held in the month of September of the 
same year, or if he fails to pass or present himself for that 
examination, then at the next annual examination. If he 
obtains 40 per cent murks in that subject in either of these 
examinations, he shall be declared fc have passed the 
examination. 

Such a candidate shall be required to pay admission fee 
for the whole examination and shall not be eligible for u 
prize or a medal. A candidate who fails to pass or to appear 
in the two chances allowed, shall be declared to have failed 
in the whole examination and must appear in all the subjects 
if he desires to appear in it again. 
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14. A candidate who foils to qualify in this examination 
ir\ three consecutive examinations, shall not be allowed to 
continue his studies in the course, 

15. Successful candidates securing 60 per cent or more of 
the aggregate number of marts shall be placed in the first 
division, those who secure 50 per cent or more but less than 
60 per cent shall be placed in the second division, and those 
who secure less than 50 per cent shall be placed in the third 
division. 

16. Four weeks after termination of the examination or as 
so#n thereafter as possible the Registrar shall publish a list 
of candidates who have passed, showing the division in which 
they have passed. 

17. Each successful candidate shall be granted a diploma 
iti Office Organisation and Procedures showing the division 
in which he passed. 

35. Regulation 13 of the Chapter VIII (E) ‘Regulations to 
Govern Service and Conduct of Teachers in Non-Govt. Affi- 
liated Colleges’, at pages 182-183 of the Calendar Volume I. 
1975, shall read as under : — 

13.1. For the benefit of the employees, every college shall 
establish a Provident Fund for which it shall follow the 
general pattern of the Provident Fund Rules as nmy be laid 
down bj the Syndicate. 

13.2. Every whole time employee of the college appointed 
against a substantive post, shall, as a condition of his service, 
be required to become a depositor in the college Provident 
Fund. 

13.3. With effect from 1-5-1973, the rate of subscription 
of employee shall be 10 per cent of his pay. 

The contribution of th© college towards the Provident Fund 
of a teacher shall* with effect from 1-3-1973, be 10 per cent 
of his pay and this shall be contributed at the end of each 
month. The college shall pay interest and the amount of 
wich interest shall be placed monthly to the credit of each 
depositor. 

When th© calculation involves paise amounting to less than 
50 it shall be ignored and when it amounts to 50 paise or 
more, full rupee shall bo deducted. 

Provided that where a higher rate of Provident Fund 
contribution already prevails, it shall not be reduced without 
the consent of the University. 

In these Regulations ‘Pay T shall mean the total amount 
drawn monthly by an employee of a college minus allowances, 
if any, but includes pay* special pay or a personal pay, if 
any. Th© monthly rate of pav of a teacher during any col- 
lege year shall be taken to be that at which he draws his pay 
for th© first mouth of the college year. 

N.B. — Th© College year is from 1st April to 31st March. 

36. Regulations for Master of Philosophy degree in the 
Faculties of Arts, Languages, Education, Science and Design 
St Fine Arts, shall read as under ; — 

(To come into force with effect from the admissions of July . 
3976). 

11 A candidate for the degree of Master of Philosophy 
in the Arts, Languages, Education. Science and Design & 
Fine Arts Faculties should have obtained the Master’s degree 
from th© Pan jab University or from any other University 
(approved by the Academic Council); ordinarily in the first 
or second division, 

1-2. A candidate who has obtained in the Master’s degree 
in third class may be allowed to enrol for the M.Phil, degree 
with special permission of the Board of Control which shall 
give reasons for the recommendation. 

2.1. A candidate supplicating for M.Phil, shall pursue 
courses of study and research in a Post-graduate Department 
til Chandigarh/Post-Graduate Department of Regional Centre. 
He may be given leave of absence ordinarily not exceeding 


three months for conducting field work or else research work 
at an approved centre of research. 

2.2. The minimum duration of the course shall be two 
semestors/one academic year. 

2.3, The M.Phil. course may consist of dissertation plus 
prescribed courses or either of the two to be determined by 
the Board of Control concerned. The total credits for the 
M.Phil. shall be 24. Out of thfe, at least 25 per cent shall 
be allocated to the dissertation and courfi© work each. The 
remaining credits shall be allocated by the Board of Control/ 
Board of Post-Graduate Studies partly to the dissertation and 
partly to the course work or else entirely to one or the other, 
subject to the approval of the Joint Research Board. The 
Board of Post-Graduate Studles/Boord of Control shall pres- 
cribe the courses and specify methods of stndy/research 
subject to the approval of the Joint Research Board, The 
evaluation of the candidates in regard to the courses taken 
by them shall be done by a Board of Examiners consisting 
of Head of the Department and 2 to 4 members to be nomi- 
nated by the Vice-Chancellor, one of whom shall be from 
outside the jurisdiction of the University. 

3.1. A person who wishes to be enrolled as a candidate 
for M.Phil. research* shall apply to the Board of Control 
through the Head of the Department concerned, on the date 
to be notified by the University* on the prescribed form of 
enrolment, with fee of Rs. 25/-. 

The fee shall be refundable after deducting 25% of it only 
when a candidate is declared ineligible for enrolment. 

On being enrolled, a person who holds a Scholarship/ 
Fellowship of Panjab University or University Grants Com- 
mission or any other organisation approved by the Syndicate, 
shall be exempted from payment of monthlv fee. Other 
persons, on enrolment, shall pay a fee of Rs. 25 per mensem 
to the University. 

3.2. A person shall b© enrolled as a whole time candidate 
except in the case of teachers who may be granted partial 
exemption from attending certain coume/s by the Board of 
Control. Such a person shall, however, be required to 
qualify in all the prescribed courses. 

4. The title of the dissertation approved by the Board of 
Post-Graduate Studies/Board of Control as also the appoint- 
ment of the Supervisor shall be reported to the Joint Research 
Board. 

5. A candidate may apply to the Board of Post-Graduate 
Studies/Board of Control through the Supervisor for permis- 
sion to modify the title of his dissertation within a period 
of six months from the date of enrolment. 

6. A candidate who is unable to complete his research work 
and dissertation within two semesters /one academic year, may 
apply, through the supervisor concerned for grant of extension, 
Such extension may be granted by the Board of Post-Graduate 
Studies/Board of Control up to a maximum of one year 
but not more than 6 months at a time, ft would not be 
necessary for th© candidate to spend The extended time in a 
Depariment. In exceptional cases, for reasons to be recorded, 
the Board of Post-Graduate Studies/Board of Control may 
grant further extension up to three months for the submission 
of dissertation. 

Provided that every application for grant of extension shall 
be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 25/-. 

7. On completion of the research work and in accordance 
with the period allowed in Regulation 6, the candidate shall 
submit four printed or typewritten copies of his dissertation 
alongwith its summary and a lee of Rs. 100/-. 

8. The candidate shall not be permitted to submit his dis- 
sertation for the M.Phil. degree unless he has qualified in 
the prescribed courses and his Supervisor is satisfied that the 
disse ction presented is worthy of consideration for the award 
of M.Phil. degree, 

Securing pass marks in the dissertation shall be compulsory. 
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9. The candidate may incorporate in his dissertation the 
contents of any work which may have been published by him 
on the subject and shall inform the examiners if he has done 
so, but he shall not submit as dissertation any work for 
which a degree has been conferred on him or any body else 
by this or any other University. 

10. Every candidate for the M.Phil. degree shall be allowed 
to publish his work without permission of the Board of Post- 
Graduate Studies/Board of Control, as a research article. 

11. The dissertation shall be evaluated by two examiners 
(iy external examiner to be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor, 
and (ii) the supervisor concerned : — 

Each examiner shall state in his report — 

(a) Whether the dissertation be (i) accepted (ii) re- 
submitted after revision (iii) rejected. 

(b) Questions that the candidate would be required to 
answer in the viva-voce. 

(c) Whether dissertation is fit for publication \>y the 
candidate, in the original form or in revised form. 

(d) In case there is a difference of opinion between the 
two examiners in regard to the acceptance of thesis, 
the Vice-Chancellor may refer the thesis to another 
examiner to be appointed by him, whose decision 
shall be final. 

12. Viva-voce shall be compulsory for all the candidates. 
The viva-voce will be conducted by a Board of Examiners 
consisting of (i) external examiner to be appointed by the 
Vice-Chancellor, who shall be the same person who examined 
the dissertation, failing him another external examiner shall 
be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor (ii) Head of the Depart- 
ment and (iii) the Supervisor concerned. 

The viva-voce shall extend not only to the subject of 
dissertation but to his whole field of specialisation and use 


of research methodology. 

In case a candidate is required to revise his dissertation, 
he shall resubmit it within a period of six months from the 
date the decision is intimated to him. 

13. A candidate who has failed in the examination, or 
having completed the Courses has failed to appear in the 
examination, will be allowed to appear again without attending 
a f.esh course of lectures. 

14. When a candidate has failed in the examination but has 
* obtained pass marks in the dissertation, the dissertation marks 

may be carried forward, if the candidate so desires, without 
fresh assessment of the dissertation. 

15. Subject to the provision of these Regulations and Rules, 
the Registrar shall publish the result on the receipt of the 
decision of the Boards of Examiners. 

1 6. The period spent by a candidate who has been awarded 
M.Phil. degree or a M.Phil. candidate who has been found 
suitable for enrolment for Ph.D. degree by the Board of 
Post-Graduate Studies /Board of Control may b e allowed by 
the Joint Research Board to be counted towards the minimum 
period for Ph.D. research. Such candidates will also be eligi- 
ble for proportionate exemption in regard to the minimum 
residence of 30/36 weeks as provided in Ph.D. Regulations.
